FUNCTIONS 

X» With respect to legal natters the General Counsel shalls 

A. Advise all officials and employees of the Agency on all legal matters 
arising in connection with the official business of the Agency. 

B. Review all regulatory material of the Agency for legality prior to 
publication. Such review refers to overt and covert regulatory 
material. 

C. Have the responsibility of participating in all legal matters con- 
cerned with the administration and operation of 0S0, OPC and other 
covert activities. 

D. Participate and advise in the over-all planning and activation of 
foreign clandestine projects and operations to assure compliance mth 
rules, regulations, laws, and procedures as enacted by Congress or 
the DCI. 

E. Be responsible in connection with foreign clandestine projects and 
operations that all operations, practices and policies of a non- 
governmental nature are consistent mth general or special law and 
commercial practices as the case may be. 

F. Assure that approoriate legal devices and techniques are utilized 

to safeguard substantial investments of the Government in subsidized 
or proprietary instrumentalities and assure adequate protection of 
employees, agents and other associates in regard to financial, per—
